Wberefoꝛe theſe are in his Maieſties name ſtraightly to charge and commaund, That no perfon oz 
perſons of what condition ſoeuer He oꝛ they be, ſhall from and after the tenth day of October next en⸗ 
lung the Date hereot vntill the firſt of Apꝛill then next enſuing, tranſpoꝛt oꝛ lhippe,o2 cauſe to be tran⸗ 
ſpoꝛted o2 ſhipped out ofthis kingdome bpon any pꝛetence whatſoeuer any of the ſaid Cattle, ot what 


nature. ſoꝛt oꝛ kinde ſocuer they be vpon paines of Fine and impꝛiſonment to be impoſed vpon the Ow- 
ners ot any ſuch Cattle, ſo to be ſhipped contrary to the Tenoꝛ ot this Pꝛocla mation. and ſeiſure of 17

ſaid cattle foꝛ ſatiſfaction of ſuch fine vnto his Maieſtie, And the Factoꝛs and Ship-men that ſhall 
pꝛiuie in conſenting to be further puniſhed as to Us the Lozd Deputy and Councell ſhalbe thought fit 
fo2 thcir wilfull contempt in thatbehalfe, | 

Willing, and by theſe pꝛeſents ſtraightly charging and commanding all Cuſtomers, confroulers, 
Dearchers, Durueyozs, and other Officers of his Mateſties Pozts, That they and euery of them be 
from time to time watchfull , that no cattle paſſe by any pzactile, pzetence,o2 colour whatſoeuer con⸗ 
trary to the Tenoꝛ of thts Pꝛoclamation. 5 
And further,willing all his Mateſties Subiects.that can learne oꝛ vnderſtand ok any abuſe to bee 
committed contrary to the Tenoꝛ of theſe Pzeſents, that they allo reſoꝛt vnto Us the Lozd Deputie 
and Councell, to detect the fraud, coꝛruptiou and conkederacie of the ſaid officers, i they ſhall willfully 
conceale the fame, And ſuch diſcouerers ſhall receiue ſuch reward out ofthe Fines of the Delinquents 
as their ſeruice ſhall deſerue, Giuen at his Maleſties Caſtle of Dublin this 23. of September. 1626.
